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A New Plus 
for Grades?

On January 25, 1978, at the Mary 
Washington College Faculty and Staff 
meeting, Mr. Bill brought up a new 
proposal before the group. He pro- 
posed the possibility of expanding the 
present grading system. For exam- 
ple, the school could change the four 
grading categories to seven, by intro- 
' ducing plus or minus grades into the 
grading system. Pr of . B M felt that 
this expanded grading system would 
better reflect a finer distinction of a 
student's performance gradewise. In 
his opinion, our present grading sys- 
tem is a crude method of giving grad- 
es. In the other schools that he has at- 
tended the plus and/or minus grading 
scale was used and seemed more suc- 
cessful. 

It is uncertain when we will learn 
the fate of plus or minus grades. The 
proposal has been brought before the 
Instruction and Academic Affairs 
Committee. A final decision will prob- 
ably not be reached until next fall. If 
the faculty approves the proposal 
then it will probably not be imple- 
mented until the next year.

After 
meeting with the Mary Washington 
College lawyer and reviewing the first 
draft of the revised document, the 
seven member committee decided to 
postpone the voting date and continue 
working on the revisions in order to 
deliver a clear, complete presentation 
to the student body. The committee 
expects the final draft of the constitu- 
tion to be finalized in time for the 
March 29, Class Council Elections. At 
that time the document will appear in 
full for student body approval.

A Look at Social Science

On Thursday, February 16, Dr. 
Bruce London of the sociology and an- 
thropology department presented a 
paper entitled, "Fredericksburg's 
Urban History: A Reconstructed Res- 
idential Ecology" before a small, but 
critical group of faculty and students 
j)t the Alumni House. 

Lounging around a glazing fire with 
a pair of six-packs, the second meet- 
ing of the Social Science Forum fea- 
tured members of three MWC social 
science departments in a friendly, in- 
formal duel of theory and conjecture. 

With hardly an assumption or a con- 
clusion going unchallenged by the 
alert group of critics led by Profes- 
sors Palmieri and Bill, Dr. London 
used specially designed maps of Fred- 
ericksburg in 1888 and 1976 to 'prove' 
Aiat this city has followed the evolu- 
tionary patterns of urban areas has 
been articulated in the 20th century. 

The maps, researched and designed 
by students in Dr. London's classes, 
portrayed the city as it appeared in 
the aforementioned years with the re- 
sident patterns by social class shaded 
in. The primary sources used for the

older map were manuscript census 
schedules; the 1976 maps required the 
perusing of the city in cars, rating the 
block-front appearance of the resi- 
dences by a pre-determined scale. 

The theory to be tested was that as a 
post-industrial city matures, the 
upper-class residents of that city will 
move outward from the central busi- 
ness district until concentric circles of 
class residence are established. 

Fredericksburg in 1888 was, as ex- 
pected, dominated in the inner city 
area by the upper classes, with the 
working-class residences on the outs- 
kirts. There was great debate over the 
assumption that Fredericksburg at 
that pointresembled the 'underdeve- 
loped cities that were known to fea- 
ture such an alignment: The signifi- 
cance of transportation, technology 
and the "friction of distance" were all 
offered as evidence or refutation of 
the offending assumption. 

With some explainable deviation, 
Fredericksburg also follows the ex- 
pected pattern on the 1976 map. The 
suburban areas have grown to include 
the upper classes, the inner city the 
working classes. 



Just as the case was being put to 
rest, the question was raised: is the 
traditional, central business district 
the proper one to use, or are the shop- 
ping centers now the hub of Freder- 
icksburg and its economy? Converse- 
ly, couldn't the shopping areas have 
followed the upper classes or sought 
the open space of the suburbs? How 
should the center be determined, cul- 
turally, technologically or econom- 
ically? 

A half-hour debate then ensued, in 
which more questions were raised 
than answered. Several competing 
theories arose from members of dif- 
ferent departments, and Dr. Clyde 
Carter, of sociology, contributed his 
views as a 30-year resident of the 
area. It soon became obvious that the 
group harbored several New Eng- 
enders as Boston and New York be- 
came the preferred examples for test- 
ing hypotheses. 

The meeting concluded with Dr. 
London's paper still holding its 
ground, albeit precariously, and with 
the overwhelming feeling that, de- 
spite their casual dress and habits, 
MWC professors take an abiding in- 
terest in their field of endeavor.

undertaken. The committee, com- 
prised of the five executive cabinet 
members, day student president 
Mark McCoy and residential associa- 
tion president Skib Skibinsky, began 
this project in late October, 1977. Con- 
sidering each article and section of 
the Constitution separately, the com- 
mittee sought to clarify terms and 
concepts and to consolidate the orgar 
ization of the document. 

In consultation with the college iaw- 
yer, Mr. Roberts, the committ e dis- 
covered that some parts of the Jonsti- 
tucion remain unclear. Roberts also 
pointed out that for a college popula- 
tion of only 2,300, the M.W.C. Constitu- 
tion provides for an unproportionate 
amount of elected offices. The origi- 
nal goal to convert the technical lan- 
guage of the document into simple 
wording was re-emphasized too. In re- 
sponse to the developments causing 



the delay Mayer < .nmented, "We 
have achiever* r>ur first purpose but 
we realized t.»at when that was fin- 
ished, w „iad to look at it more in 
depth ' With these and the lawyer's 
othV suggestions in mind, the com- 
n* „ee plans to continue the revision 
vocess. 

The revised Constitution will be ef- 
fective when ratified by the student 
body. The committee has yet to de- 
cide exactly how the document will 
appear on the ballot. Mayer indi- 
cated, however, that the revised sec- 
tions will probably be presented sepa- 
rately rather than as a whole body in 
order to facilitate a clear understand- 
ing of the exact changes made. In 
order to promote informed voting, the 
complete revised Constitution will be 
published in the BULI JCT prior to the 
elections accompanied by any nec- 
essary explanations or comments. 



Campaign Rules 
and Procedures 



1. All candidates must be in good ac- 
ademic standing (2.0 GPA) and in 
good social standing. 

2. Nomination by petition may be 
accomplished if a student submits a 
petition in support of his nominations, 
which has been signed by 10 percent 
of the student body, to the Senate 
Rules and Procedures Chairman be- 
fore the secheduled deadline. 

3. A limit of $25 is hereby estab- 
lished on campaign expenditures. 
This amount includes any donations 
made to the campaign. A typewritten, 
itemized account of campaign expen- 
ditures and donations should be sub- 
mitted to the Senate Rules and Proce- 
ihafM Committee no later th^n one 
week after final voting. 

4. There is a limit of 25 pieces of 
campaign material, excluding qualifi- 
cation sheets, which may be posted on 
campus or in buildings. (Example: a 
3x5 card by a telephone is considered 
a piece of campaign material. ) 

5. Campaigning over the public ad- 
dress system, in the Post Office or by 
fliers ( printed material distributed to 
individual rooms ) is NOT permitted. 

6. All campaign material attached 
to fronts of buildings must be of oil 
cloth or other suitable fabrics and 
must be strung or wired to the build- 
ing. 

7. Buttons ( any campaign material 
worn on the person) are unlimited in 
number. 

8. Each candidate must submit a 
typewritten qualification/platform 



sheet to the Rules and Procedures 
Committee Chairman. This is in lieu 
of fliers. It will be copied and distrib- 
uted to be posted in Ann Carter ljee 
foyer, Commuting Students Lounge 
and all residence halls. The cost of 
this service to the candidate is $1, 
which should accompany the qualifi- 
cations/platform sheet. If the $1 is not 
received, then the only place where 
the sheet will appear will be Ann Cart- 
er Lee foyer. The sheet must include 
NAME, OFFICE SEEKING, AGE 
and MAJOR FIELD OF STUDY. A 
picture may be attached. The sheet is 
limited to one side of a legal page. 

9. loitering or campaigning on the 
dav of final voting is not allowed in the 
area where voting takes place. All 
campaign material in this area must 
be taken down before voting begins. 

10. All posters must be taken down 
by the Friday after elections or the of- 
fice won will be forfeited. 

11. If the above-mentioned rules are 
not followed, the candidate will be dis- 
qualified. Any deliberate attempt by a 
candidate or his followers to disquali- 
fy another candidate will result in the 
disqualification of the first mentioned 
candidate. 

12. Exceptions to any of the above 
rules for any election must be cleared 
by the chairman of the Rules and Pro- 
cedures Committee. 

13. If any election is to be contested, 
a formal complaint must be made to 
the chairman of the Rules and Proce- 
dures Committee within 24 hours 
qfter the election.

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e for a Bill of Rights 




The SA Constitution, which 
is presently under revision, 
should contain a clear defi- 
nition of the rights and privi- 
leges guaranteed to MWC stu- 
dents. The inclusion of a 
Student Bill of Rights within 
the Constitution would have 
one overwhelming advantage 
over the present situation by 
making explicit the rights 
which we already have 
present ambiguities in crucial 
aspects of MWC life would be 
clarified. This Bill of Rights 
should include the following 
provisions: 

A. Free inquiry, expression 
and assembly are guaranteed 
to all students and shall not be 
abridged. Discussion and ex- 
pression of all views is per- 
mitted within the institution 
subject only to requirements 
for maintenance of order. 

B. The right of students, liv- 
ing in residence halls, to be se- 
cure in their persons, living 
quarters, papers and effects 
against unreasonable searches 
and seizures shall not be 



abridged. 

C. Students have the right to 
due process of law in all mat- 
ters concerning discipline or 
status as members of the Col- 
lege community. No discipli- 
nary sanctions may be im- 
posed on any student without 
notice to the accused of the na- 
ture and cause of the charges, 
and a fair hearing which shall 
include confrontation of wit- 
nesses against him. 

D. Organizations may be es- 
tablished within the institution 
for any legal purpose. Affilia- 
tion with an extramural organ- 
ization shall not, in itself, dis- 
qualify the institution branch 
or chapter from institution pri- 
vileges. Membership lists shall 
be confidential and solely for 
the use of the organization ex- 
cept that names and addresses 
may be required as a condition 
of access to College funds. 

E. The student media is to be 
free of censorship. The editors 
and managers shall not be ar- 
bitrarily suspended because of 
student, faculty, administra- 



tion, alumni, or community 
disapproval of editorial policy 
or content. This freedom en- 
tails a corollary obligation 
under the canons of responsi- 
ble journalism and applicable 
regulations of the FCC. 

F. Students have the same 
rights of privacy as any other 
citizens and surrender none of 
these rights by becoming 
members of the academic 
community. These rights of 
privacy extend to residence 
hall living. The institution is 
neither arbiter or enforcer of 
student morals. Social morali- 
ty, not in violation of a public 
law, is of no disciplinary con- 
cern to the institution. 

These provisions were pre- 
sented to the MWC student 
body in November, 1970. The 
Bill of Rights was based on an 
American Bar Association- 
/Law Student Division report. 
It was ratified by the students 
by a vote of 1,447 to 43, only to 
be shelved by Chancellor Grel- 
let Simpson. The time has 
come for a re-introduction of a 
Student Bill of Rights.

The BULLET is dealing suc- 
cessfully with its financial dif- 
ficulty. Thanks to a hard work- 
ing Business Manager, a 
competent staff of editors and 
a $510 loan from Finance Com- 
mittee, we have managed to 
emerge from a financial crisis 
feeling confident in our ability 
to keep the presses rolling. 
Special congratulations should 
be extended to Thomas Van- 
dever, the new BULLET Busi- 
ness Manager, and the rest of 
the BULLET staff members 
who supported us and worked 
with us in hard times. 

Due to the incompetence of 
last semester's Business Man- 
ager and the lack of a liason 
between the manager and the 
BULLET Editorial Board, we 
discovered in January that our 
1977-78 financial allotment had 
been depleted. Our main con- 
cern was to meet a $1356 print- 
ing expense. With determined 
enthusiasm in mind, we in- 
creased our advertising staff 
and ventured forth with great 
expectations. As of last week 
BULLET advertising revenue 
had increased over 700 percent 
over the first issue produced in 

January- 
This increase however, was 



not enough to fully cover our 
bills. Our next step was to 
meet with the Senate Finanr 
Committee and request a $510 
loan. After a February 9 meet- 
ing with Finance, we learned 
that our loan had been ap- 
proved. With the $530 revenue 
we had earned after producing 
the February 14 issue of the 
BULLET, we are at last able to 
pay our printing bills. If our 
advertising campaign contin- 
ues to prosper, we hope to pay 
back one half of the loan by 
March and the remainder by 
the end of the semester. 

As the purpose of this edito- 
rial is to clear up any miscon- 
ceptions regarding the status 
of the BULLET, I would like to 
make some statements that 
will provide clarification. At 
the present time the BULLET 
is supported solely by advertis- 
ing revenue. We pay $470 for a 
six page paper; this fee is now 
all we can afford on a weekly 
basis. Hopefully by the end of 
the year we can afford to pro- 
duce a larger issue. 

In recent weeks I have heard 
a number of complaints re- 
garding the sizeable amount of 
ads we are running in each 
issue. It is indeed unfortunate

that we must now be selective 
in the space permitted for 
copy, but our financial situa- 
tion leaves us no other choice. 
The BULLET Editorial Board 
seeks the support and patience 
of the staff under these cir- 
cumstances. 

Since it would not be eco- 
nomically feasible to skip a 
week or two of production (be- 
cause we would not receive ad- 
vertising revenue for those is- 
sues), the members of the 
Editorial Board have decided 
to maintain a regular weekly 
production schedule, exclud- 
ing vacation and exam weeks, 
until the end of the semester. 
Hopefully the Fredericksburg 
and surrounding area mer- 
chants will continue to offer us 
their financial support. 

Again I would like to thank 
Thomas Vandever, Business 
Manager, for his unending sup- 
port and hard work during our 
financial crisis. His deter- 
mined guidance will not soon 
be forgotten. I would also like 
to extend appreciation to the 
members of the college com- 
munity who lent their support 
when we needed it. Your desire 
to keep the campus media 
from "going under" has been 
fulfilled.

Dear Editor: 

On behalf of the "student political 
party," we would like to clarify cer- 
tain parts of your article on our sec- 
ond meeting. The meeting must have 
been difficult for you to report, since 
it was more of a general buzz-session 
than a definitive discussion on party 
platform, policy, and philosophy. Yet 
certain aspects of your article ranged 
from the misleading to the inaccu- 
rate. 

First, you write that the "organiza- 
tion (is) to be concerned primarily 
with establishing satisfactory meth- 
ods of resolving disputes between stu- 
dents and the administration." This 
makes the party sound like a shadow- 
box SA, an alternative government. 
While it is true that this possibility 
was brought up at the meeting, it is 



also true that it was unanimously re- 
jected. The party will work within the 
existing framework of SA; we hope to 
strengthen the existing institutions by 
increasing students interest and con- 
cern in them. 

Secondly, your assertion that our 
party's "goal" is to "work with col- 
lege departments, especially with re- 
gard to the recent department cut- 
backs" is inaccurate. Departmental 
cutbacks were mentioned at the meet- 
ing, but only in an offhand fashion; in 
any event, at that point, the party had 
not evolved a definite program of 
goals. 

Thirdly, you write that "the group 
hopes to seek financial alternatives in 
terms of expanding departments." 
We really don't know what to say 
about this statement, mainly because 
no one can figure out what it means. 



On a par with this is your comment 
that the party "will be supportive of 
anyone in SA who wants to say things 
are wrong." We will not support any- 
one merely because they have a com- 
plaint. What we will do is carefully 
study any student problems brought 
to our attention, and if we then deem 
the complaint to be justified, we will 
consider appropriate action. 

Fourthly, your readers may receive 
from your article a misperception of 
the role and purpose of the Executive 
Board of the party. The Board was 
created solely for the purpose of doing 
initial organizational planning and co- 
ordination work. The Board is a tem- 
porary measure, and will be dissolved 
as soon as party elections can be held.

Vinie Burrows' enightening perfor- 
mance Thursday night (Feb. 16) was 
surpassed only by a show of apathy on 
the part of the Mary Washington Col- 
lege community. Presented as part of 
Black Culture Week, "Walk Together 
Children" gave the student body just 
another opportunity to display their 
disinterest in the fine arts. 

The snub was made obvious by the 
lack of attendance. Of the approxi- 
mately 2,300 students attending Mary 
Washington, only 12 thought enough of 
the renowned actress to attend. And 
instead of performing before Broad- 
way-sized crowds she has become ac- 
customed to. Ms. Burrows faced an 



audience totalling only 40. 

Apparently what's good enough for 
Broadway wasn't quite good enough 
for Mary Washington. Perhaps the 
longest running off-Broadway show 
ever presented by a woman wasn't 
quite up to par with television's "The 
Class of '65," the C-Shop, or a tempo- 
rary break from the books. Or was it 
that the student body wasn't aware 
enough to have reviewed the Bulletin? 

Whatever the case, only l i of one 
percent of our students were informed 
enough to have seen Ms. Burrows 
stunning performance. Compiled of 
poems, songs and dramatic mono- 
logues, "Walk Together Children" 



was a touching portrayal of the Black 
struggle. Ms. Burrows smooth tran- 
sition of roles made the program quite ' * 
exciting. One moment the mood was 
light while the next proved to be 
sober. It contained such presentations 
as a Langston Hughes poem, 
"Madam Alberta K Johnson" and a 
famous Sojourner Truth speech. 

The presentation left the audience 
inspired and a bit more knowledgea- 
ble.

Dear Editor: 

In regards to recent articles con- 
cerning the financial situation of the 
BULLET, the SA Finance Committee 
would like to respond : 

In 1971 a student committee was 
created to allocate the student activ- 
ity fee monies, a task that had previ- 
ously been done by the administra- 
tion. This committee is comprised of 4 
ex-officio members, (the SA Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, Secretary- 
/Treasurer, and the Comptroller of 
the College) and six members that 
are elected by the Senate. 

Each spring the committee reviews 
budgets presented to them by the var- 



ious student-organizations on cam- 
pus. The committee approves budgets 
which they feel are workable and 
often finds itself cutting or adding to 
the original proposals. As a check that 
we allocate fairly, Dr. Woodard has 
the final word on any of these budgets. 

Last spring THE BULLET came to 
us with a budget of $6,000. The final al- 
location made was $6,460. In the Feb. 
7 issue of the BULLET an editorial 
stated that "we have spent an entire 
year's allotment in one semester's 
printing bills." This necessitated an 
early visit to the Finance Committee 
requesting a $510 "loan" to pay their 



January bill. We were naturally dis- 
mayed, but realizing the BULLET'S 
importance on this campus, the com- 
mittee approved the loan to aid the 
BULLET through it's financial diffi- 
culties. We would hope, however, that 
this course of action does not set a 
precedent. 

The committee wrote this letter in 
hopes that when misunderstandings 
arise between the Finance Committee 
and those to whori we allocate that 
communication be opened as soon as 
possible and no undue pressures be 
brought to bear on either party.

Dear Editor: 

With all respect to Thomas L. John- 
son, I would like to offer some other 
ideas in response to his letter concern- 
ing the use of public buildings for reli- 
gious activities. It seems to me that 
separation of church and state is not 
the issue here. Christian fellowship 
groups have the right, just as much as 
any other group on campus, to meet 
peaceably and share ideas. These 
meetings are open to anyone inter- 
ested and no one is being forced to ac- 
cept the beliefs discussed. 

As for the film series "How Should 
We Then Live?" I cannot agree that 
history is not analyzed objectively. 
Francis Schaef fer gives equal time in 
these films to the Christian commu- 
nity and current philosophies in every 
period dealt with. Yes, he does want 
to show that he feels the Christians 
have a firmer foundation to base their 
lives upon, but also that this is self-ev- 
ident to anyone who would trace the 
history of man. My point is that they 
are not strictly "religious;" the ideas 
are presented for the viewer to ob- 
serve and decide for himself if this is 
something he chooses to apply to his 
life. This is the purpose of the film it- 
self, whereas the discussion groups 
following each episode may lead Dr. 
Johnson to criticize what appears to 
be very much directed towards the 
church. 

Thirdly, referring to his objection to 
the use of buildings that are "built 
with taxpayers' money," it is my feel- 



ing that these buildings are for the 
students' use and if we have gone 
through all the necessary procedures 
to get permission for certain activ- 
ities, then who is to object or be hurt 
by such activities? 

My final point concerns what ap- 
pears to be a bias towards the spread 
of Christianity in particular in Dr. 
Johnson's argument. What does he 
have to say about TM and the Moonies 
that often make their appearance on 
campus and approach students with 
their philosophy? The spread of Chris- 
tianity on campus has been over- 
whelming, especially this year, but 
the Christian people are honest and 
peaceable. What they hold as truth is 
not forced, but readily accepted and 
fills a need in students' lives. I'm dis- 
appointed that someone opposes a 
good thing attracting students these 
days; And if the organized church

Crew Club: Row Oar Stroke?

If you want challenge, excitement, 
and the feel of the sea breeze against 
your face join the hottest club on cam- 
pus, the CREW club! Crew is a sport 
in which 1, 4, or 8 persons row a boat 
(shell) as fast as they can and in uni- 
son for distances up to 3 miles. It re- 
quires endurance, stamina, and coor- 
dination. 

Rowing, especially collegiate row- 
ing, is older and more traditional than 
any other sport. With such schools as 
Yale, Harvard, Princeton, and Col- 
umbia, crew has an aura and prestige 
about it which cannot be matched by 
other sports. As well as the prestige 
associated with this sport, there is 
much physical conditioning which is 
reauired. For a team to win, all must 



be in top physical shape and be able to 
pi 11 together, do this for great dis- 
tances, and be able to have some left 
over for the finish.

Plans are now proceeding for the for- 
mation of a team and monev is needed 



for equipment. Devil-Goat T-shirts 
are being sold and other projects are 
being proposed. If a team is formed, 
they will practice on the Rappahan- 
nock at an appropriate site and com- 
petition will be against such schools 
as University of Virginia, George 
Washington, and Georgetown, among 
others. There has been a trip to the 
Naval Academy which has a great 
reputation and long affiliation in 
crew, as well as being a winning team 
in the Olympics.

Effective June SO, 1978, laundry ser- 
vices will no lot.ger be available to 
MWC students. According to Presi- 
dent Prince B. Woodard, the decision 
to discontinue laundry services was 
reached after careful consideration of 
rising costs to which students will be 
subjected next year. 

Woodard noted that only 15 percent 
of the students use the present laun- 
dry benefits. The main patrons of the 
service are the dining hall and the in- 
firmary. Next year these establish- 



ments will send laundry out to com- 
mercial enterprises. 

The laundry now operates without 
state support, and continued opera- 
tion would produce either a serious 
deficit for the college or a sizeable in- 
crease in student fees. Since all dorms 
offer washer and dryer privileges to 
students, it is considered impractical 
to offer the service next semester. 

Woodard commented that other 
state schools, such as I,ongwood and 
William and Mary, have already dis- 
continued laundry services for their 
students.

Culture Week

Captivating the small, but enthusi- 
astic audience with vignette portray- 
als of the black man from the days of 
slavery to the present, Vin ie Burrows 
highlighted Black Culture Week at 
Mary Washington College with her 
one woman concert "Walk Together 
Children," held February 16 in 
George Washington auditorium.
